Why buy power brakes? 


By Robert L. Rosekrans 


Fe most available, power-driven, automotive 
accessories, power brakes aren’t absolutely nec- 
essary for safe and satisfactory performance. On 
most cars they add $35 to $50 to the price tag 
gut they're mighty nice to have. 

After you've had a trial run in a car equipped 
with power brakes, you'll have a hard time deny- 
ing the salesman’s story that “‘you can't afford 
to be without them.” Aside from the fact that 
your wife will be able to brake down a 4,000- 
pound, fast-moving behemoth with mere toc 
pressure, there’s a big, undeniable safety ad- 
vantage in being able to swing from accelerator 
to brake in half the time needed to raise you 
foot onto the conventional, high brake pedal. 
You to drive much these days to 
know that a split second can mean the difference 
between a close call and climbing up the rear of

the car in front of you. 

When you're choosing accessorics for that new 
car, investigate power brakes and weigh them 
against some of the luxury items you may have 
in mind. Power brakes don’t show; most safety 
equipment isn't showy. 


Hlow power brakes work 


With power brakes, engine vacuum does a 
large share of the work. A partial vacuum devel- 
ops in the intake manifold of an engine as the 
piston pulls in the fuel-air mixture on its intake 
stroke. This same vacuum, which operates your 
vacuum windshield wipers, can be tapped for 
other jobs. 

Engineers have used this free power to cause 
outside air pressure to push the conventional 
master brake piston, which sends hydraulic fluid 
to the individual brake cylinders. 

When power brakes are applied, vacuum re- 
duces the air pressure on one side of this master 
brake piston. This means that the normal atmos- 
pheric pressure on the other side of the piston 


will push the piston toward the opposite end of 
the vacuum chamber. This pressure causes the 
plunger at the tip of the piston to put pressure on 
the hydraulic lines, forcing the brake shoe against 
the brake lining. 

For some time power brakes posed a difficult 
problem. A way had to be found to keep the pis- 
ton from acting too quickly when the driver 
needed only a small amount of braking. Brake 
engineers overcame this condition by adding a 
diaphragm to the cylinder. 


“Feel” of braking 


This diaphragm set up a counteraction to the 
efforts of the outside air to push the piston down. 
Normally, air pressure flows into a space on the 
downward face of the diaphragm, and vacuum 
exhausts the air on the other side. So, air pressure 
keeps trying to push the diaphragm and piston 
back against the driver's foot. This action gives 
the driver the feeling of braking and prevents too 
sudden stops. [t allows the driver to be the judge 
of the exact amount of braking needed under 
all conditions. 

Here are some questions and answers on pow- 
er brakes and how they operate: 


Q. Why are power brakes used on passenger cars? 

A. Because less pressure is needed to operate 
them, power brakes can use a low, short-stroke 
pedal which requires only toe pressure. Since it’s 
not necessary to raise your foot (you merely piv- 
ot on vour heel), reaction time for braking is 
much quicker. Additional advantages of power 
brakes are reduced driving fatigue in heavy traf- 
fic, better control of the vehicle, and sure and 
uniform performance. 


Q. Will power brakes help shorten stopping distance? 
A. Yes. There is bound to be a lag in any system

it’s open season for ills blown up by old man winter. Respira- 
tory infections, mysterious viruses, and many childhood dis- 
eases get in their worst licks during the raw and chilly months. 
Can we fend off these seasonal hazards by baking ourselves 
under sunlamps, gorging on vitamins, toughening-up with 
cold showers, or using other sworn-by defenses? A survey of 
medical opinion results in a mixed verdict: some measures 
are approved as useful, if not curative; others are mentioned 
only to be scoffed at. 


The common cold. You and I know what a cold is; practi- 
cally everybody does, except scientists who profess astound- 
ing ignorance! They believe that a cold is caused by a virus, 
or maybe several different viruses. But they've never been 
able to make the cold virus stand still to be measured. Thus 
the cause of a cold is officially unknown. Some think oral cold 
vaccines are useless. Others believe they're the only thing that 
helps acommon cold. ‘To complicate matters, common symp- 
toms of a cold may be caused by bacteria, allergies, or many 
childhood diseases in their early stages——good reason for 
keeping an eye on a coughing, throat-sore youngster when 
winter epidemics are around. 

The problem of colds, grippe, flu, and similar infections of 
the season was reviewed at a convention session of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association by Dr. Hobart A. Reimann of Jef- 
ferson Medical College in Philadelphia. He pointed out that 
the great majority are viral infections that are self-limited 
that is, tend to clear up by themselves whether treated or not. 

Authorities who have the thankless task of distinguishing 
fact from hope are in general agreement on these points: 


Ultraviolet sunlamps for home use are relaxing to bask un- 
der. They tan your skin and stimulate production of vitamin 
LD. Popular belief is that since there are fewer colds in the 
summer, then a sunlamp should help you ward off or rid you 
of a cold in the winter. However, the Council on Physical 
Medicine of the American Medical Association claims: 
“Statements that exposure to ultraviolet rays increases or 
improves the tone of tissues or the body as a whole, stimu- 
lates metabolism, acts as a tonic, increases mental activity, 
or tends to prevent colds are not acceptable to the council.” 

Sterilizing lamps installed in schoolrooms and hospitals do 
a pretty good germ-killing job on the spot. Trouble is, not 
many people stay in one sterilized room all winter. They get 
restless. To quite an extent, common winter infections are 
family affairs. The sneeze Dad brings home from the office 
undoes the sterilized sneeze of the classroom. 


Vitamin requirements tend to increase in the winter, for 
your body works harder then. You walk more briskly at 10 
below than at 90 in the shade. You also tend to eat more 
heartily and get more vitamins from the normal source, a 
balanced diet. Assuming that nobody in the family has vita- 
min deficiencies——and we can’t judge that ourselves; the doc- 
tor has to tell us—extra doses don’t assure a healthful winter. 
Your doctor should prescribe what vitamins you should take, 
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virus infections—

against these common winter ailments? 


since he is the one who can tell what your deficiency is. Vita- 
mins are not supertonics that make us feel better than we're 
entitled to—in fact, they do not work alone, but in conjunc- 
tion with other elements, particularly proteins obtained from 
foods. 

Morose experts not only don’t know what a cold is; they 
say there is no specific preventive or cure, Coughing, Doctor 
Reimann observes, serves a useful purpose and should not be 
checked unless it is exhausting or prevents sleep. General 
opinion is that a moderate degree of fever helps to overcome 
Many 


infections “break-up-a-cold” preparations contain 


fever-reducing drugs. They often give comfort, but have no 
effect on the infectious process. ‘They may make you feel that 


your cold is cured before it is. 


Nose drops or inhalants open stuffed-up nasal passages to let 
you breathe comfortably. Better ask your doctor’s advice be 
fore using them. 


Cool showers or hardening exercises or graduated exposure 
to chilly temperatures do not build resistance to colds. Face 
masks as generally worn are of little value. Vitamins don't 
toughen you up to stand cold weather. A dozen healthy stu- 
dents of the University of Illinois were deliberately starved of 
water-soluble vitamins, including vitamin C, for five months 
They

deprivation did not impair their ability to withstand damag-

It may sound as if the experts are throwing cold water on 
cold treatments. What they deplore is misplaced faith in du- 
bious cures. They generously agree that it is quite permissible 
for you to suffer in the maximum amount of comfort you can 
attain in any way that does no harm. Some measures even 
add to general family health and comfort. For instance, win- 
ter air conditioning 

Often the first thing the doctor orders is a vaporizer o1 
steam kettle in the sickroom of a patient with a respiratory 
infection. Moisture added to dry air is kind to breathing pas- 
sageways. Air becomes dry in most homes as soon as the heat- 
ing plant is turned on. There is no proof that dry air causes 
disease, but it makes sensitive persons very uncomfortable, 
and conceivably might impair the defenses of nose and 
throat membranes. Shallow pans of water placed on radia- 
tors help a little. but probably won't keep humidity at ideal 
level. Larger-capacity containers hung behind radiators 
don’t run dry so fast. Other helps: let steamy water run in the 
bathroom and drift through the house; have lots of potted 
plants, or maybe a tropical-fish aquarium. Portable humidi- 
fiers are sold in appliance stores. In the long run, they may 
repay their cost by saving on fuel bills. Aroom temperature of 
70 degrees is supposed to be ideal for health, but many per- 
sons, especially older folk, feel chilled unless the thermostat 
is set at 75 degrees, or even higher. Reasonably moist air, 
however, feels warmer than very dry air of the same temper- 
ature, and desirable humidity may make a thermostat set- 
ting of 70 degrees quite comfortable. | Turn to next page

Colds, flu, virus infections 


Influenza is caused by a known, 
well-identified virus. In fact, the flu 
virus has been photographed in 
electron microscopes. It looks like a 
round, fluffy, cottony ball. Effec- 
tive vaccines have been made from 
these specific viruses. Protective 
shots of flu vaccine would undoubt- 
edly protect the entire family in 
case epidemics should occur this 
season, were it not for one malicious 
aptitude of the virus. It’s a quick- 
change artist. The scientific word 
for it is mutation, The virus alters 
itself, cunningly adapts to environ- 
ment, so, while it still remains a flu 
virus, it’s a slightly different strain. 
If this happens, vaccines prepared 
from mixtures of blood-brother vi- 
ruses responsible for recent epidem- 
ics will not affect the “new” virus. 
Current flu vaccines do protect 
against strains of viruses responsible 
for epidemics of recent years and 
under some circumstances (inocu- 
lation of the entire family, for in- 
stance, not just a member or two) 
may be good insurance. The great 
influenza pandemic of 1918 killed 
25 millior, people throughout the 
world in a few weeks, and made 
“flu” a frightening word. Most of 
those deaths were caused by com- 
plications, especially pneumonia, 
which moved in on flu-weakened 
patients. Today we have antibiotic 
drugs that are powerful weapons 
against bacterial pneumonias, and 
influenza itself has been behaving 
like a relatively mild disease. 

The doctor weighs these and 
other factors in advising for or 
against flu shots. Fresh vaccines 
can, of course, be prepared that are 
effective against whatever variant 
forms of the virus may be responsi- 
ble for current epidemics. Unfor- 
tunately, this takes time. It requires 
about two weeks for a flu shot to 
give maximum immunity. Most 
people will probably have been ex- 
posed to the virus by the time an 
epidemic makes them wonder if 
they should take preventive shots. 

“Stomach flu” has a host of pop- 
ular and medical synonyms: intes- 
tinal influenza, gyppy tummy, vi- 
rus-X disease, epidemic diarrhea, 
viral dysentery, and others. These 
afflictions are not influenza, but 
they are presumably caused by 
many mysterious, unidentified vi- 
ruses that lay people low in winter. 
Their battlefield is the digestive 
tract rather than the lungs. 

Suddenness of onset is quite com- 
mon. A healthy child is wakened 
by vomiting in the middle of the 
night. An adult says, “There I was, 
going about my business, when all 
of a sudden I had to run.”’ Nausea, 
diarrhea, misery in one’s middle, 
weakness, loss of appetite, are gen- 
eral symptoms. Strangely, wide- 
spread epidemics can exist without 
the community being aware of it. 
The doctor knows, though, and if 
his examination rules out anything 
serious and he says, ““You have a 
touch of the virus that is going 
around,” don’t expect him to be 
more specific or to prescribe a mir- 
acle drug. There’s peace of mind in

knowing that, however alarming 
the initial symptoms, mild viral dys- 
enteries are usually over in three or 
four days, during which you can 
rest lazily with the best excuses and 
indulge yourself as you please. 

It’s well to remember, though, 
that these vague afflictions tend to 
run through the family in more 
ways than one. Robust health is no 
guarantee that viruses won't cut 
you down. Infectious organisms 
common in winter may be air-borne 
or transmitted by contact or secre- 
tions. Ordinary measures at least 
help to keep family members from 
being mowed down one by one un- 
til everybody’s laid up. For in- 
stance: separate eating utensils for 
the patient, washed in very hot wa- 
ter; ritual hand-washing before eat- 
ing or preparing food; tissues for 
disposing of secretions; «a separate 
bathroom for the patient if you’re 
lucky enough to have two. And sad- 
ly, some restraint on familial, or 
extra-familial, osculation. 


Do the miracle drugs help? 
Have you thriftily hoarded some 
antibiotic capsules or sulfa tablets, 
left over from an old prescription, 
to take when you feel a cold coming 
on? None of our miracle drugs has 
any ellect against Common viruses. 
True, doctors sometimes prescribe 
them to hit bacteria that may have 
come along with viruses for the ride. 
Some physicians think this is waste- 
ful and unscientific unless the bac- 
teria are known to be doing harm. 
At least, a doctor-prescribed course 
of drugs is continued long enough 
to do calculated good. A desultory 
capsule or two, taken by the patient 
himself, may merely annoy bacteria 
into a counteroffensive or increase 
the population of those that are not 
hit by the drug 

When ordered by the doctor for 
sound medical reasons, it’s a great- 
er risk not to take a prescribed drug 
than to take it—quite a different 
matter from swallowing old cap- 
sules at random. Untoward reac- 
tions to any drug may occur, even 
to iron tablets or sodium bicarbon- 
ate, but these are less common than 
some scare stories would have you 
think, and the watchful doctor is 
alert to them. 

More than 100 Rochester, New 
York, school children who had re- 
peated respiratory infections, one 
right after another, were given con- 
tinuous antibiotic treatment under 
the supervision of Dr. Walter Finke 
of Genesee Hospital. School ab- 
sences were reduced by half in the 
treated group when compared to a 
control group. The object was to 
interrupt continual respiratory in- 
fections that may lead to chronic 
bronchitis, infectious asthma, or 
serious lung diseases in later life. 
Many aspects of antibiotic treat- 
ment, including long-term thera- 
py, are not yet agreed upon by 
doctors. But in at least one circum- 
stance, treatment over long periods 
is officially recognized. Rheuma- 
tism associations advise that recur-

Some ants serve man 


Not all ants are undesirable, for some destroy termites, 
says Dr. Stanley E. Flanders, professor of biological 
control at the University of California. 

And other ants eat citrus caterpillars and similar 
pests. In Germany, ants have been used for more than 
a century to control insects attacking forests. 

This does not mean that all ants should be protected 
without discrimination, or invited to your next picnic. 


Many trees weather-damaged this year 


The heavy rains last spring, coupled with record 
heat in early summer, caused severe leaf drop on many 
fine shade trees. 

The trees were unable to maintain lush growth and 
heavy leaf area in the record summer heat. Some trees 
shed just enough leaves to maintain normal growth. 
But others, once the leaves started to fall, shed more 
than necessary. They made new growth in early fall. 

Tree authorities do not expect much permanent 
damage. But they recommend removal of deadwood, 
as soon as observed, to prevent invasion by insects. 

Some oaks may be hurt by loss of ‘apical domi- 
nance.’ These oaks continue to make upright growth 
only so long as the apical buds (tip buds) are alive. 
When they are killed, growth is stimulated on side 
buds. Trees damaged this way show increased side 
growth. Pin oaks, which normally make handsome 
pyramids, usually assume a rounded form after top 
buds have been killed. 


Pine scale bows to insecticide 


Pine scale, one of the most difficult of all insect pests 
to control, has at last succumbed to an insecticide, a 
complex organic phosphate called malathion. 

Trees infected with Monterey-pine scale have been 
completely cleared by malathion sprays. Soft brown 
scale on yews has also been controlled by this chemical. 


Late news on weed killers 


Recent studies using radioactive 2,4-D show that the 
older leaves on plants absorb the weed killer first and 


“in the largest quantities. 


Previously, it was thought that young foliage was 
most affected. Recommendations were to treat the 
young leaves. Now it is recommended that all leaves 
be treated. 

Chemical weed killers tested against Dallis grass, 
Paspalum, seem to harm desirable lawn grasses as 
much as they do this lawn pest. For the time being,

Damage from destruction by juveniles of public, 
business, and private property costs millions of 
dollars every year. What’s the meaning of this 
vandalism? Can it be prevented? Who pays the 
damage? Here, leading juvenile authorities give 


their opinions, plus some advice for all of us

Cake mix was ground into the carpeting. Mixed with it 
and rubbed on the walls was shortening. Almost every pane 
in a French door had been shattered. The fireplace poker lay 
near it. The piano had been hacked with the same weapon. 

The son sobbed angrily as he saw his saxophone stamped 
out of shape. 

In the kitchen, the marauders had been thwarted in their 
hunt for food by the meager supplies left. They had vented 
their ire by flinging catsup and mustard on the walls and 
dumping staples on cabinet shelves.

**Looks like kids to us,” said the 
policeman. ‘“‘No motive, no sense 
to it, just plain raising Cain.” 

In the same city, on another 
night, a man and wife sauntered 
from the late movie to their car. 
There it stood, a new convertible, 
top up, windows closed, doors 
locked. But not just as they had left it! 

The top was slashed in several 
long gaps. The tires had been 
punched with a sharp blade. The 
crowning, insolent touch: With 
point dug into the finish, the blade 
had been dragged along the side of 
the car almost its entire length. 

Again, no profit motive, no ap- 
parent reason. 

In both cases, the police turned 
up the culprits. Both times, it was 
a group of boys. In the case of the 
convertible, the boys were ‘“‘under- 
privileged” youngsters. But the 
boys who wreaked such destruction 
in a neighbor’s home were sons of 
prominent, well-to-do families. 

Isolated incidents? Distressing, 
but not likely to happen often? On 
the contrary, just such vandalism 
and malicious mischief has been 
occurring with disturbing  fre- 
quency in all parts of the country. 
And in most instances, authorities 
have proved, or have been con- 
vinced, the destruction was the 
work of juveniles, boys and girls 
from 8 to 18 years of age. The kinds 
of destruction are as varied as the 
localities and the children involved. 

What if these incidents had hap- 
pened to your house, your car, or 
your business? Even more impor- 
tant, what if your youngster were 
involved in the costly rampage? 

What could you do? Who pays 
for the damage? What could be 
done to prevent such antisocial 
outbursts? Is juvenile vandalism 
the forerunner of more serious de- 
linquency or crime? 

What authorities say 

It’s tempting for grownups, par- 
ticularly those whose pocketbooks 
have been hit, to condemn the 
younger generation. But juvenile 
vandalism is nothing new. Pro- 
fessor John R. Ellingston of the 
University of Minnesota Law 
School, formerly special adviser on 
criminal justice for youth to the 
American Law Institute, wrote us 

*‘Whether there is more or less of 
it at the moment, juvenile vandal- 
ism we have always had with us 
and probably always shall. Some 
of it is probably due to nothing 
more than the thoughtless im- 
pulsiveness of children in groups 
In its more serious forms it is no 
doubt the expression of the ag- 
gressions, rebelliousness, and frus- 
tration of children who _ lack 
security and affection in the home, 
or who feel themselves to be failures 
and rejects at school, or for whom 
constructive and satisfactory ac- 
tivities are not provided.”

Children From Criminal Careers (Pren- 
tice-Hall) , Professor Ellingston con- 
trasts our machine age with the 
past: 

“One fact is certain: Youths in 
our high-powered and congested 
society find themselves arrested 
with all that that experience often 
means in training for crime—for 
actions that agricultural America 
used to pass off as adolescent pranks 
or sowing of wild oats. Thus, 
country boys could and generally 
did indulge their thirst for adven- 
ture and group activity and express 
their revolt against authority by 
raiding an orchard or melon patch. 
Ihe victimized farmer might lay 
for them with buckshot, but that 
was part of the sport. However, if 
an urban gang, actuated by exactly 
the same motives, raids a fruit 
stand, that is theft and a matter for 
the police. To overturn a farm 
wagon or an outhouse on Hallo- 
ween was permissible skylarking; 
to overturn a truck is destruction 
of property. The more complicated 
and mechanized a society becomes, 
the tighter it must draw the rein 
on behavior.”’ 

According to Henry J. Palmieri, 
director of social work for the 
Juvenile Court of the District of 
Columbia, vandalism has been on 
the increase more in some jurisdic- 
tions than in others, but, in gen- 
eral, an upswing has been noted. 

Mr. Palmieri says: “Some chil- 
dren who have come to our atten- 
tion, having been accused of van- 
dalism of one kind or another, are 
children who are doing anything for 
the sake of doing something. My 
experience in this field during the 
past 18 years makes me feel that 
this type of behavior, which fre- 
quently earns the juvenile disap- 
proval, is in reality an effort on his 
part to seek approval and recogni- 
tion for himself. 

“Unable to obtain approval and 
recognition in the normal, accepted 
way, the youngster turns to secking 
the approval of those (like himself) 
who obtain recognition and ap- 
proval by breaking the rules 
sometimes it’s school rules, rules at 
home, then the violation of any old 
rule, even the law, just so satis- 
faction is achieved and approval is 
received from the ‘gang’ if from no 
other source. 

“It is important for us to find 
how these youngsters developed 
such feelings inside themselves that 
they exploded outwar .ly in terms 
of vandalism. We might ask our- 
selves the question why so many 
youngsters find satisfaction in this 
type of unrewarding behavior 

It is agreed by authorities in the 
field of juvenile delinquency that 
one of the important factors is the 
lack of supervised recreation o1 
constructive use of leisure time. It 
is time that used to be spent in the 
home, with the parents, with 
brothers and sisters and other rela- 
tives. It is no longer spent that way.

some of necessity, are away from 
the home at precisely the time of 
day and evening when the young- 
ster is free from school. This has 
created a gap in the daily lives of 
children. Is it any wonder that 
many children fill this gap by 
doing anything for the sake of doing 
something? This is the first step in the 
direction of becoming a delinquent 
and possibly later on becoming a 
criminal.” 

Boys and girls tell Mr. Palmieri 
about being chased away from 
first one spot then another which 
they had selected as a site for their 
games of softball. One boy stated, 
with complete chagrin, that after 
being reduced to “climbing trees 
for fun, the cops chase us away 
from this, too,” adding, “A guy 
can’t even climb a tree any more.” 

Mr. Edgar Silverman, director 
of the Family Court for New Castle 
County, Delaware (which includes 
the city of Wilmington), notes that 
destruction of property is also a 
frequent factor in cases involving 
breaking and entering and larceny. 
“In such instances,” he says, 
‘while the interest of the offender 
may be to appropriate something 
belonging to another, it frequently 
happens that little use is made of 
the stolen articles, and that the 
destruction of this stolen property 
is the final result.” 

Concerning the procedure in the 
New Castle County Family Court, 
Mr. Silverman explained: 

“We are convinced that delin- 
quent behavior means something 
different to each child, even where 
an offense has been committed by 
a group, and that the court has an 
urgent responsibility to determine 
what the offense does mean to each 
offender. 

“IT might add that we have 
found, from experience, that chil- 
dren who get into serious difficulty 
are almost invariably living in 
troubled home situations. For this 
reason our court places a great deal 
of emphasis on working with 
parents as well as the delinquent 
child himself.”’ 


Parental rejection one cause 


Here’s what Mr. A. M. Wright, 
director of probation for the Juve- 
nile Court of the Parish of Orleans 
at New Orleans, wrote in reply to 
our inquiries: 

“It is my opinion that most chil- 
dren, and adults, too, who engage 
in antisocial behavior are acting 
out hostility that has been repressed 
in other areas. Speaking as a social 
worker, I feel that much of the 
difficulty lies in parental rejection 
—not necessarily evident, or even 
conscious in the parents’ own be- 
havior—and in inconsistency in 
dealing with the child. A large 
percentage of the children who 
come before this court have parents 
who fit the above description. 

“Of course, it is very easy to 
blame parents for what their chil- 
dren do and it is too easy an answer 
to the problem.”’

A policeman’s opinion 

Captain Clifford G. Bailey, of 
the Minneapolis Police Depart- 
ment’s Crime Prevention Bureau, 
told us: 

“As to the probable causes back 
of it, I can only give you a police- 
man’s view on the subject. It ap- 
plies not only to vandalism but to 
delinquency as a whole. Lack of 
parental discipline and authority, 
lack of respect for law as it governs 
society, the desire of parents to give 
their youngsters everything they 
didn’t have tend to destroy the 
children’s sense of value. They 
have too much leisure time with 
too little to do and too much to do 
it with; that is, cars, money, and so 
forth. The natural zest and vitality 
of a healthy youngster is being 
expended without direction or con- 
trol; the American family is de- 
clining into a group of individuals 
instead of a unit dependent on each 
other for its mutual happiness and 
well-being.” 

Mr. John Farr Larson, of the 
Utah department of public welfare, 
commented: 

“Tt is my opinion that juvenile 
vandalism stems primarily from 
two different situations, not neces- 
sarily, however, mutually exclu- 
sive. The first represents an un- 
conscious effort to strike back or 
hurt a person, an institution, or a 
society which the child feels has 
dealt unfairly with him. The 
typical example is the child who is 
failing at school and who becomes 
very destructive of school buildings, 
fixtures, etc. The second situation 
stems from a natural recklessness 
in adolescent children, particularly 
boys, which is accentuated by a 
lack of training in the appreciation 
of property of others, and pressures 
within a group to show off.” 

From Portland, Oregon, Judge 
Donald E. Long of the Circuit 
Court of Oregon writes that his 


Juvenile Court Counselor, George 
J. Clauss, does not feel that van- 


dalism is on the increase. 

There is very little delinquency 
generally in their community, Mr. 
Clauss reports. While there is no 
planned and supervised recreation 
for their youngsters, there is the 
lure of the mountains, rivers, lakes, 
fishing, and swimming. He com- 
ments, “Likely, if it were not for 
the rich and lavish gifts of nature 
in this region, much work and little 
play would have resulted in bore- 
dom, breaking out in acts of 
delinquency.” 

Hudson County, New Jersey 
(which includes Jersey City), re- 
ports that it is uncommonly free 
of vandalism, although its popu- 
lation is well over 600,000. 

Judge David A. Nimmo, judge 
of the Juvenile and Domestic Re- 
lations Court there, informs us: 
“We have been fortunate in that 
every one of the municipalities in 
the county has an intensified and 
diversified youth program. Such

Vandals—or just Kids? ccnsinned srom nese 24 


community and official recognition 
of the need for a wholesome outlet 
for pent-up spirits, in my opinion 
accounts for the almost total ab- 
sence of the plague of vandalism 

“Seven years ago, a men’s club 
here started a unique activity 
which has extended into 7 of our 
12 municipalities. It is the annual 
recognition of boys and girls who 
have done something really good 
during the year. Saving the life 
of a person or an animal, re- 
turning lost money, giving the 
alarm of a fire, and the like, are 
among the many deeds that are 
taken note of. Awards are made. It 
is the accent on the positive—the 
good—that gives the program ap- 
peal. So much publicity is given to 
misdeeds, it is refreshing to attend 
and read the accounts of these 
annual awards. 

Authorities in Cleveland, Ohio, 
report they have few cases of de- 
liberate malicious destruction. The 
number of complaints of destruc- 
tion of property is not much above 
the level of 1949 and 1950, and, 
they feel, it must be taken into 
consideration that some increase 
in delinquency is a normal conse- 
quence of the growing juvenile 
population. 

Judge Harry L. Eastman of the 
Cleveland Juvenile Court says that 
in those children brought to the 
attention of the court for wu//full 
and malicious destruction of prop- 
erty, “‘we usually find involved 
some basic personality problem 
There may have been prolonged 
deprivation or emotional neglect 
by the parents. There may be a 
deep emotional disturbance with 
other roots from which the child 
seeks escape. Along with this, the 
child may have developed feelings 
of resentment against home, school, 
or community. Through destruc- 
tion he releases his feelings, draws 
attention to himself, and gains a 
sense of being important. Vandal- 
ism is further indicative of indif- 
ference and unresponsiveness to 
his needs by his parents and the 
community. These children require 
the services of someone competent 
in understanding and dealing with 
child behavior.”’ 


Is it always a juvenile? 


As a result of the publicity given 
to property destruction by young- 
sters, sometimes damage is charged 
to children or youths when actually 
they had no part in it 

Judge Eastman of Cleveland 
pointed this out. He says there is 
evidence that unoccupied buildings 
and dwellings and perhaps play- 
ground and park facilities are 
stripped by professional vandals, 
who seek to sell the plumbing, 
electrical equipment, and so forth, 

r to dispose of metal fittings and 
lew as scrap 

Douglas H. MacNeil, of the New 
Jersey Department of Institutions 
and Agencies, also cited such a 
case: 

“In one of the high schools of the 
state, costly damage was recurring, 
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and the impression of the school 
authorities was that groups of boys 
were competing to see which could 
do the most original and devastat- 
ing things. Our Division of Com- 
munity Services was consulted, and 
we were able to exonerate the 
students from some of the most 
flagrant episodes.”’ They had been 
committed by a disgruntled janitor! 


Is a vandal a potential 
criminal? 

Where property destruction is 
the result of boredom, devilment, 
going along with the gang, or a 
typical adolescent burst of defiance 
toward adults, it isn’t likely that 
the mischief is the first step toward 
a career of crime. 

Such antics are not a new re- 
action of youth. Instances of van- 
dalism seem to be increasing, but 
so is our population. They are 
more widely publicized than for- 
merly, so more people know about 
them. They are reported to au- 
thorities more frequently than they 
were in the past. And they are 
probably more costly now because 
our way of life entails a great deal 
more and costlier property than 
formerly 

In some communities there is 
evidence that there is less behavior 
of this type now than there was 20 
years ago. Charles H. Boswell, 
chief probation officer of the juve- 
nile court at Indianapolis, gives 
this as his opinion: “It seems to 
me thatin the middle Thirties when 
I was engaged in settlement-house 
work we had as many juvenile 
vandals at that time, percentage- 
wise, as we have now. I think we 
have more juvenile vandalism be- 
cause we have more juveniles. 

“It is my opinion that boys and 
girls coming from weak and un- 
desirable homes, when they be- 
come delinquent because of these 
homes, do not turn to vandalism 
but to other acts of delinquency, as 
a rule.”’ 

It is true that in many cases of 
malicious vandalism, one or more 
of the youngsters involved have 
deep-rooted emotional problems. 
It is also true that, if the pressures 
causing their maladjustment are 
allowed to continue, the young 
people may turn to other, more 
adult, crimes. But, with help and 
guidance, the problems of these 
boys and girls can be adjusted so 
that they, too, become constructive 
citizens. 


Who pays for damage? 


Whether the vandalism is a 
youthful prank or the expression 
of serious hostility, the cost in prop- 
erty destruction is high. 

It is the taxpayer who pays for 
the damage to public property. In 
cases of destruction of business or 
private property, restitution by the 
offenders’ parents or by the young 
people themselves is sometimes ar- 
ranged. Just as often, nothing or an 
inadequate amount is paid to the 
property owner for damage done

Common stocks-what do you 
know about them? 


By G. Sidney Mouston, as told to Robert F. Bonomi 


I. is actually possible to buy into some of the 
best business propositions in the nation by join- 
ing the millions of persons who own common 
stocks. These stockholders are the actual owners 
of the biggest businesses in the country, and they 
share in the profits as well as take part in the 
management. Some of these stockholders are 
large investors with many thousands of dollars 
invested in a variety of corporations representing 
many types of industry. 

A great many investors, however, are small 
investors who have from less than $100 to about 
$5,090 invested in common stocks of corporations. 

As a part owner of the corporation in which 
you buy common stock, you are entitled to share 
in its profits and to take part in its management. 
As part owner, your investment is subject to all 
the risks of business to which the firm is exposed. 

Stock purchases may be either investments or 
speculation. The investment is a calculated risk 
in which the risk is small in comparison to the 
certainty of the return, The return in dividends 
of profits, however, probably will be as small as 
the risk. Speculation also is a calculated risk, but 
the amount of the risk is great, and so is the possi- 
ble profit. 

lo make money from price increases in the 
stock market, small investors will have to reverse 
normal reactions and take the advice of Russell 
Sage 

“T buy my straw hats in the wintertime.” 

The wintertime of the stock market comes 
when prices are low and money is scarce. It is 
easy to imagine that anyone could have made 
money on stocks purchased during the dark days 
of 1932, but there were few persons with money 
they were willing to invest. 

Since 1945, there have been several “mild win- 
ters’ on the stock market, and prices were com- 
paratively low. Unfortunately, small investors 
feel most compelled to buy when prices are high. 

loo often a small investor will hear a friend 
mention having made a “‘nice profit’ on a partic- 
ular stock. In his hurry to make money, the in- 
dividual may rush out to buy the same stock with- 
out investigating the circumstances. It is possible 
the company involved was a highly speculative 
one and was riding a wave of prosperity. It is 
equally possible that our friend made his pur- 
chase at exactly the wrong time because the stock 
already had reached its peak. 


Savings protection 


Common stock can preserve the value of your 
savings during a period of inflation or rising 


prices. Because they reflect business trends, com- 
mon stocks rise in dollar value when general busi- 
ness conditions dictate rising prices. This pre- 
serves the dollars invested in common stocks. 
During the postwar period, many people actual- 
ly lost purchasing power by keeping their money 
in the form of cash deposits. Prices were rising, 
but the number of dollars on deposit was remain- 
ing nearly stationary. If this money had been in- 
vested in some of the better-class common stocks, 
the value of the stocks would have risen with the 
general price trend, and the buying power of the 
money would have been retained. 

It is, however, no easy task to choose invest- 
ment quality stocks which are certain to rise with 
the price trend. Seasoned investors often buy the 
wrong stocks, and analytical books are full of ex- 
amples of stocks which have moved in the 
“wrong” direction during an inflation. Some of 
the prime favorites of small investors still are sell- 
ing at only about three-quarters of their price 
shortly after the close of World War II. 

During a period of deflation, or falling prices, 
the value of savings invested in common stocks 
would fall as the market dropped. 

You should know these things about common 
stock: 

Common stock is a share of ownership in a 
firm, but is not a loan to the company. There is 
no obligation for the company to repurchase the 
stock at any time, nor will the company pay a 
predetermined rate of interest on the stock. Com- 
mon stock has three values, but the important 
one is the price for which it sells in the open mar- 
ket. As a shareholder of a firm, you are entitled to 
a share of the earnings of the corporation, but 
only when the board of directors determines that 
dividends shall be distributed. Common stock 
entitles you to vote in elections for members of 
the board of directors, but only in proportion to 
the part of the firm you own. The weight your 
vote carries in the elections is proportionate to 
the number of shares you own compared to the 
number of shares held by all stockholders. 


Consider the risks 


You wouldn't buy a house without fully in- 
vestigating the details of the sale, the title, and 
having the place appraised by someone who 
knows construction and values. You wouldn't 
buy a house unless you knew that you could meet 
the payments and the upkeep, and still maintain 
a proper living standard for your family.

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What do you know about common stocks? 


in the stock market. Be certain you 
have money enough, so that any in- 
vestment will not be a risk to the 
day-to-day living of your family 
Unless there are very special rea- 
sons for doing so, do not place your 
entire Savings In a position ol com- 
plete risk. 

Savings you invest in common 
stock may grow by increase in the 
market price of the stock, and may 
provide income from dividends 
paid on the stocks. Common stocks 
usually are the best choice for 
growth, because their market value 
may rise. But they also contain a 
risk element, because prices also 
may drop. The greatest advantage 
comes in the purchase of the stock 
of companies which are growing in 
terms of the asset and ear ning value 
of each share. The small investor 
needs to be warned that choosing 
growth companies is not easy, and 
it is particularly difficult to pick a 
small company which will grow 
into a large one. Industrial leaders 
which have shown growth in the 
past, may be presumed to expand 
further. This expansion, however, 
does not always benetit the stock- 
holders. A company which had just 
over $4,000,000,000 in capt al as- 
sets in 1946, now has capital funds 
of more than $9,500,000,000, but 
for the last three years the value of 
its stock has been only about three- 
fourths as much as it was in 1946 
This company grew without direct 
benefit to the stockholder 

Common stocks have three val- 
ues: par, book, and market. Par 
value is an arbitrary price at which 
the stock is recorded in the com- 
mon-stock account of the company 
If the company has 100,000 shares 
of common stock with a par value 
of $5 a share, the common-stock ac- 
count in the balance sheet will show 
a total of $500,000. Par value sel- 
dom represents the price at which 
stock was originally sold, and can 
be ignored by the small investor 

Book value indicates the value of 
the stock according to the company 
balance sheet. One corporation 
having property (or assets) worth 
$1,100,000 and debts of $100,000 
has a net worth of $1,000,000. If 
this company has 100,000 shares of 
common stock oustanding (in the 
hands of stockholders), then each 
share has a book value of $10 

Market price is the current price 
at which shares are bought and 
sold. This is the price that appears 
in the daily tabulations of the stocks 
handled at the various stock ex- 
changes. It is the figure which real- 
ly matters, because any stock is only 
worth as much as you can sell it for 

Here is. an illustration of the 
three values 

Ihe common stock of Company 
X has a par value of $5 per share 
As of December 31, 1952, it had a 
book value of $27.38, and as this 
article was prepared, the stock was 
being traded on the New York 
Stock Exchange for about $64 pet 
share. If this stock is worth only the

book value, why are investors pay- 
ing so much more? 

Stock of another company has 
par value of $50 per share, a book 
value of $101.93 per share, but sells 
for about $20 a share. Is this a value 
that is being overlooked? 

In both cases, it is obvious that 
the informed investors are ignoring 
both par value and book value and 
are paying a market price based 
upon other considerations 


Basis of values 


Estimates of the future earnings 
and dividends of corporations are 
the base from which investors in 
common stocks must work. Past 
earnings and dividends are of some 
help in determining the stocks 
which may be good in the future 
But, actually, they are “‘water over 
the dam,” and the market price de- 
pends upon estimates of the future 

The problem of estimating future 
earnings is the toughest barrier con- 
fronting the small investors. Trust 
and insurance companies, large 
investment trusts, pension funds, 
and other large pools o/ investment 
capital employ staffs of specialists 
to appraise constantly the outlook 
of individual companies as well as 
prospects for general business and 
each major industry. The findings 
of these large research departments 
are not available to the public. 
However, some of the larger firms 
which handle investments for clients 
also have specialist staffs and pro- 
vide information for small investors. 

A word of caution must be in- 
serted here, because some invest- 
ment houses maintain research de- 
partments whose principal duties 
seem to be aimed at showing the 
excellence of new offerings made 
Actually, the 
work done on standard investment 


by their company 


stocks by some of these concerns is 
of little or no value. The small in- 
vestor should seek the best possible 
advice and should be particularly 
careful when considering the pur- 
chase of stock of a newly organized 
company. These are perhaps the 
most hazardous of all common 
stocks 
Financial pages of newspapers 
often contain advertisements offer- 
ing assistance to investors, and some 
advertisers indicate an ability to 
“pick the winners.” You should 
check the reputation and record of 
such a service with a reliable in- 
vestment office before subscribing 
to the service or following its advice 
Research departments of the 
large investment institutions do in- 
directly accomplish one thing of 
value to the small investor. The 
market price of high-grade invest- 
ment quality common stocks will 
very closely represent the « omposite 
judgment of these specialists as to 
the value of these stocks. If one or 
more of the firms believed the price 
was out of line, the firm would buy 
or sell and the price would tend to 
equalize at the true value

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What do you know about common stocks? 


Dividends pay off 

The small investor is interested 
in making money from his stock 
and probably will save himself many 
headaches if he will turn to the div- 
idends for his income, rather than 
hoping for increases in price. 

To get a reasonable and stable 
income from an investment, it is 
wise to select sound, dividend-pay- 
ing common stocks of leading cor- 
porations. Preference should be 
given those which have a fair chance 
of future growth. An examination 
of past dividends will be helpful 
here, because if the dividends have 
been irregular and spasmodic in 
the past, they probably will con- 
tinue to fluctuate widely. 

It is easy to figure the yield on 
any given stock. Merely total the 
dividends paid on a single share 
during the past year and divide 
that amount by the market price of 
a share. The yield of a sound, div- 
idend-paying stock will vary from 
time to time, depending upon the 
level of stock prices and the rate of 
dividends paid. Notice that the 
yield is calculated from two varia- 
bles: the market price, and the div- 
idends paid. The yield would be 
lowered by a price increase even if 
the same amount of dividends were 
paid. The Standard and Poor's 
Corporation’s compiled list of 90 
stocks showed an average yield of 
8.32 percent during the market low 
of 1942, compared to a yield of 3.62 
percent for the same stocks during 
the high market of 1946. 

If the yield on a particular stock 
is much above the present average 
for high-grade stocks, there would 
be suspicion that the rate of divi- 
dend might drop. But yields below 
the current level may be an indi- 
cation that better dividends and 
earnings are to be expected. A 
stock which pays no dividend 
probably should be considered as 
a speculation, not as an investment. 


Investment trusts 


The small investor may find the 
investment trust is the answer to his 
wish to put his money where it will 
earn a profit. He still must exercise 
as much caution, however, as in 
selecting and purchasing his home. 

In the early history of investment 
trusts in this country, there were 
many abuses in the form of exces- 
sive charges (by investment trusts), 
but the trusts now are under the 
regulatory authority of the United 
States Securities and Exchange 
Commission. Most abuses have 
been eliminated by regulation. 

Phe prospective buyer of invest- 
ment-trust shares should be aware, 
however, that wide variation exists 
in the managerial ability of invest- 
ment trusts. The Securities and Ex- 
change Commission does not certify 
the quality of the management nor 
the success of its operations. 

An investment trust is a pool of 
funds in which shares are issued to 
persons contributing to the fund. 
Each share, like common stock, re- 
presents an equal amount of partic-

ipation. Such trusts usually are 
incorporated. If they continue to 
issue additional shares, they are 
known as ‘“‘open-end”’ trusts, while 
those having a fixed number of 
shares are called ‘‘closed.”” Shares 
in the “open-end” trusts usually are 
distributed by a selling organiza- 
tion, and prices include a “loading 
charge” (selling commission) which 
averages 7'4 percent. Thus, the 
purchaser of an “‘open-end”’ share 
usually pays about that much more 
than market value for his portion of 
securities held by the trust. 

Shares of the ‘‘closed”’ type sell for 
whatever the investors will pay after 
considering the type of assets and 
the ability of the management. 
Both types usually have an annual 
cost for management of the port- 
folio (trust-owned collection of 
stocks and bonds). The net received 
from an investment trust is a little 
less then the amount a shareholder 
would get if he owned comparable 
securities. 

[he advantage of the investment 
trust lies in the balance and diversi- 
fication of the portfolio. A small in- 
vestor may not have money enough 
to select a variety of stocks repre- 
senting several fields of industry 
and business. He may not have 
money available with which to take 
advantage of investments. Partici- 
pation in an investment trust may 
give him these advantages. 

Investment trusts may be organ- 
ized in many ways. Some may be 
permitted by their charters to buy 
any security, stock, real estate, or 
market commodities. Others may 
be limited to a specific class of se- 
curity, such as the stocks of public 
utilities or of banks. 

Whether you decide to place your 
savings in common stocks or in an 
investment trust, when you buy is 
almost as important as what you 
buy. Even if you are confining your 
purchases to investment quality 
stocks or the most highly regarded 
investment trusts, do not feel that 
you can rush in at any time and 
buy without fear of a subsequent 
drop in market quotations. Keep in 
mind Mr. Sage’s advice about buy- 
ing ‘“‘straw hats in the wintertime.”

TV COMFORT requires that balanced all-around-the- 
room lighting described at the left. There’s light coming 
from the TV tube almost 10 times as bright as the reflected 
light on a movie screen, so your eyes need compensating light 
from other sources. When adding TV to a room, most people 
expect itll be necessary to shift location of a chair or sofa, but 
it’s surprising that so 
many people fail to check 
up and improve on the 
lighting. Good additions 
are cove lighting or 
torchieres which reflect 





against a_ light-colored 
ceiling, or so-called TV 
lamps with translucent 
shades with a_ pleasing 
glow. The latter is better 





if it is not placed directly 
on the TV set; just use it 
for supplementary light. 
Be careful not to place 
any lamp so it shines directly on the screen, setting up a re- 
flection which detracts from the picture. 


LIGHT REFLECTS, just the way a ball bounces or sound 
echoes. Shiny and light-toned surfaces throw back the light, 
while dark surfaces soak it up. So if you choose dark walls, 
plan on using more lamps and bigger, brighter bulbs. Keep 
the ceiling color light, so lamps will be reflected. Mirrors are 
another light reflector, and so is a white blotter on a dark 
desk. An average-size room needs at least five lamps. . . and 
that’s assuming there are light beams bouncing back from 
pale ceiling and walls. Even lampshades make an important 
difference 
ones should have white

linings, and translucent 
ones should diffuse the 
rays so bulbs won't show 
through. Sketched at the 
right are some good ways 
to add bright accents toa 
dark-walled room: mir- 
ror, translucent shade, 
supplemental spotlights. 
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SPOTLIGHT ACCENTS give dra- 
ma to decoration. This one sets direct- 
ly into ceiling of new or old home, but 
there are exposed models of bull’s-eye 
shape which can be painted like the 
ceiling. Those with small opening can 
exactly cover a favorite painting, or 
point straight down to piano keyboard 
and music. Larger models can cover 
an entire dining table. If fixtures are 
too pe! manent for your temperament, 
consider pin-up spots or even photog- 
rapher’s clamps with a spotlight bulb 
so you can experiment and change. 
For example, at Thanksgiving, hide a pin-point spot some- 
where above the dining table, focus it on the centerpiece or 
turkey while the rest of the table glows by candlelight. Or 
clamp the light on a bookcase top pointed toward a picce of 
sculpture, to play up both the texture of the modeling and 
the shadow it casts on the wall. 


LUMINOUS PANELS are deco- 
rative, give practical illumination, 
too. Here, a window becomes a 
shadow box with fluorescent tubes 
shining through _ light-diffusing 
ground glass or plastic. Or, the en- 
tire ceiling of a small bathroom 
could be luminous. It’s a practical 
idea, as fluorescents are cool, pro- 


duce a lot of illumination from very 





littke current. Or the shadew box 
sketched can be indirect light; paint 
the back of niche a light-reflecting tint, and hide four tubes 
around the frame so their light shines into niche, then bounces 
outward to light stairs. This is a striking way to show off any 


collection: china, miniature cars, seashells. 


BALANCED LIGHTING doesn’t necessarily mean brilliant 
lighting. In a dining room, many smaller light sources all 
add up to a “‘dinner-party mood” that encourages conversa- 
tion; they make everyone look handsomer, let you use candles 
if you wish. Supplementary lighting can be placed inside a 
china cabinet, or hidden in its top. ‘Torchieres for indirect or 
reflected light are made in both floor and table styles . 
nice to use one near each end of a long buffet. But whatever 
light sources you choose, try to balance all sides of the room 
...in the dining room below,on one of the walls not sketched 
is a picture window topped by cove lighting. And, remem- 
ber, fluorescent tubes are made in several shades of white, so 
choose one becoming to food and skin tones. Then do your 
color matching of wallpaper, drapery, and rug under the 
same type of fluorescent.

EASIER SEEING for cards, 
sewing, and reading requires 
at least a 150-watt bulb. But 
you'll need other lights in the 
room, for the eyes glance 
about even when you may 
think you're concentrating 
on a six-no-trump hand. And 
the stronger one light is, the 
greater the danger of con- 
trast which forces the optic 
nerves to open and close the 
eyeball lens.

pictured is a pulley type that

it can be pushed high out of the way. Another good lamp for 
card playing is the swing-arm bridge type with a glass re- 
flecting bowl so light goes down to the table and up to the 
ceiling. Just look around your home right now to see if you've 
enough light at special activity spots. If not, rearrange your 
lamps, or change to stronger bulbs. 


OUTLETS CONVENIENTLY LOCATED are every bit 
as important as the lamps you plug into them. ‘Temporary 
remedies for badly located outlets are Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories approved devices for 
safely carrying a cord along 
a baseboard, provided you 
don’t overload the circuit, 
Far better is permanent 
wiring planned after you've 
diagrammed several possi- 
ble furniture arrangements. 
If you're building or remod- 
cling, metal strips with out- 
lets at 1-foot intervals can 
be placed at baseboards or 
on tops of work counters 
where appliances are used, 
For your “island” furniture 
groupings where traffic flows all around a lamp table, install 
a floor outlet behind sofa, as pictured here. Never run an 
ordinary lamp or extension cord under a carpet. 


BUILT-IN LIGHTING adds to furniture convenience, sim- 
plifies decorating. Inside your phonograph you could add a 
refrigerator-type light which turns on when you raise the lid 
to load records.

Pack dahlia tubers in damp sand or peat and keep slightly 
cooler. Clean and sort dried gladiolus bulbs. Dust with 5 percent DDT pow- 
der to control thrips.

Cut off frosted tops of perennials. Before you 
mulch borders, cut the frost-blackened tops of peonies, 
asters, daisies, and other perennials. Cut off 2 or 3 inches 
from the ground. Burn tops you know are diseased. You 
can safely use the rest as part of your winter mulch, 


Drain water from your hose. Then wind hose ona 
reel, or coil it in a circle. Couple the two ends, and hang 
where it will be dry until spring. Hang carefully, to avoid 
sharp kinks that can shorten life of hose. And-—most im- 
portant—open all outside faucets and drain all outdoor 
pipes, so water doesn’t freeze and burst them during the 
cold winter months. 


Clean all hand tools. Get the rust off, rub till bright 
with steel wool. Wipe both metal parts and handles with 
oil. This goes for both small and long-handled tools of 
all kinds. ‘Take inside those you'll want to paint—tools 
with bright yellow or red handles are easier to spot. 


Fork up a small plot of soil. All you'll have to do 
is rake it next spring, before putting in seeds for a very 
early garden of sweetpeas, annual larkspur, poppies, 
California poppies, peas, and lettuce.

How to carve a standing rib roast 


i 
When you transfer the rib roast 
from pan to platter, put it cut 
surface up. Insert your carving 
fork between the top ribs. 

Start cutting at the outside 
edge; cut across to rib, making 
slice about *% inch thick. 


To loosen the slice, you cut along 
the bone with the tip of your 
carving knife at a vertical angle

Tips to make Dad a star performer 


Be sure your carving knife is sharp—a 9-inch blade is a 
good length for carving roasts. 

Take a look at the roast in the kitchen to “‘get acquainted” 
before dinnertime. 

Sit or stand, as you choose, while carving at the table. 

Always carve across the grain of the meat so the fibers will 
be shorter, and thus easier to eat. 

For smooth slices, cut with a firm motion. Avoid sawing 
back and forth or changing the angle of the knife. 

Carve slices for firsts for everyone before serving the plates. 
Wait to carve seconds till folks are ready. 


Hints for Mother, Dad’s assistant 


Ask your meat dealer to separate the backbone from the 
ribs; remove it in the kitchen after roasting. 

Choose a platter about 2 inches larger all around than 
roast. Keep garnishes simple, or they'll complicate Dad’s job. 

Let roast stand about 15 minutes to firm before carving. 

Give Dad elbowroom at table—water glass out of his way. 

Heat platter and plates. If there won’t be room on the 
platter for the slices as they're cut, put small heated platter 
or extra plate alongside. 

For beef au jus, skim fat from pan drippings of beef roast. 
Serve the natural meat juices without thickening. 

Lead table chatter—spare Dad that ‘“‘all-eyes’’ feeling.

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When you need a doctor 


in a hurry— 


What will you do?

If illness strikes when your family doctor is out of town—or 


if you become ill while traveling—whom should you call? 


Nien in the city. Inside a brightly lit office, a 


girl sits before a telephone switchboard. The 
board lights. She plugs in and answers: 

‘‘Doctors’ Emergency Service.” 

Over the line comes a voice, frantic with fear. 
“My husband is in terrible pain. Please send a 
doctor.”’ 

The operator asks a few essential questions, 
selects a card from a zoned file, makes a call. 
Within minutes, a doctor is on his way. 

This brief scene is repeated at all hours of the 
day and night in cities and towns all over the 
United States. The caller may be a woman ask- 
ing help for her sick baby; a man gasping for 
breath, or shouting in frenzy; a paralyzed old 
woman; an expectant mother; a repentant sui- 
cide. It is someone ill, someone who either has no 
family doctor or cannot reach him at this time. 

Around-the-clock medical emergency-service 
plans, actively promoted by doctors through the 
American Medical Association, have mush- 
roomed from 60 plans in operation four years ago 
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to more than 650, covering all cities and most 
large towns, today. 

This service may save your life or that of some 
member of your family. 


Emergency action 

Suppose you are traveling and become ill in a 
strange City. Suppose you move to a new town. 
Or suppose illness strikes while your family doc- 
tor is out of town or otherwise unavailable 

If your town has an emergency medical plan, 
you won't have to rouse the neighbors or fumble 
your way through the telephone directory. All 
you have to do is pick up the phone and say to 
the operator “TI need a doctor.’ She will connect 
you with the service bureau. From that point on, 
your emergency is their problem, too. 

A medical-service operator will go far beyond 
routine, if necessary. 

In New York City a woman gasped over the 
phone: ‘Send a doctor. I’m all alone, locked in

When the doctor 
arrived, she asked for an emetic, 
the idea of ‘examination. 
But the doctor examined her never- 
found signs of internal 
hemorrhage, and rushed her to a 
treatment. Over a 
quart of blood was found in her 
stomach. Had she dosed herself or 
waited till morning, she would cer- 
tainly have bled to death.

Because your life may hang on 
the doctor’s competence, it is im- 
portant to know that each of the 
emergency services is conducted 
by a county medical society, and 
that only licensed, qualified phy- 
sicians who belong to the society 
are asked to go out on calls. Fees 
charged are usually the same as the 
doctors would charge their own 
patients 

In big cities, the emergency pan- 
els usually consist of volunteers. In 
smaller communities, all doctors 
who are physically able to do so 
may serve on a rotation system. 

Mechanics of the answering bu- 
reau vary. It may be part of a com- 
mercial telephone service working 
under supervision of the medical 
society, or a special service oper- 
ated by the society itself. In a small 
town it is likely to be the hospital, 
or failing that, the telephone office 
or a police station or firehouse. 
Night and Sunday calls in one 
Indiana town are handled by a 
bedridden young fellow, whose 
paralyzed legs don’t interfere with 
his deft use of a telephone. What- 
ever the agency, the procedure is 
about the same: The operator takes 
the call, gets the necessary details, 
then sends a doctor,

In the few years since medical 
emergency service has been offered 
on a large scale, many thousands of 
patients have been cared for, an 
incalculable number of lives have 
been saved. 


Service abused, too 


Sometimes the service is abused. 
A Los Angeles doctor became 
rather indignant when a woman 
got him out to a suburb on a 
stormy night to ‘‘cure”’ her acne in 
time for her club dance next eve- 
ning. A Connecticut woman tele- 
phoned at midnight: ‘‘Send a doc- 
tor right away. My children have 
been deathly ill.”’ 

“How long?” asked the operator. 

“Oh, about two days.” 

Every bureau can report such 
stories. But in an overwhelming 
majority of cases doctors report 
that the emergency calls are justi- 
fied. Whether or not the patient’s 
life is actually at stake, each call 
constitutes a crisis to the caller. 

When you wake up to the sound 
of crying and find the baby burn- 
ing with a high temperature, it 
may be only the start-of a bad cold. 
But you—and the doctor, too— 
will be happier if you make sure it 
is nothing more serious. 

What does make an emergency? 
The service bureau in New York 
(ounty, New York, has reported 
on its records of thousands of calls 
over an eight-month period. About 
1 call in 5 was for asthma, flu, 
pneumonia, or other respiratory 
disturbance. Stomach and intes- 
tinal complaints accounted for an- 
other call in 5. Thirteen out of 100 
cases were neurological—a broad 
classification which includes, for 
example, headache, neuralgia, and 
mental illness. Heart ailments 
were about as high. 

Calls hit their peak weekends 
and nights, 9 p.m. to 2 a.m., with 
lesser peaks at midmorning and at 
5 p.m. when it is hard to locate 
some doctors 

Existence of a large transient 
population, as in Washington, D. 
C., makes an emergency plan es- 
pecially necessary. Started in 1940 
when doctors were especially scarce 
in the nation’s capital, the bureau 
aided many people who were ill 
away from home 

The calls which are hardest to 
handle are those from disturbed 
persons who may be potential sui- 
The most seasoned operator 
is likely to turn pale when the voice 
at the other end says softly, “I’m 
afraid of what I may do to myself.” 
Operators are not supposed to chat 
unnecessarily, but alert girls have 
forestalled disaster by talking calm- 
ly and sympathetically to such call- 
ers while help was summoned. 

Although normal feesare charged 
for emergency service, no ill person 
is barred from treatment. Ifa caller 
says he cannot pay, a doctor from 
a public hospital is sent, or a pri- 
vate doctor agrees to take the case 
without payment. Therefore, the 
fee seldom becomes an issue.

But, doctors caution, it is not a 
substitute for regular medical care 
Too many families have no regular 
physician. 

lo insure getting the best possi- 
ble medical care at all times, doc- 
tors suggest: 

1. For your own sake, have a fam- 
ily doctor and see him for regular 
checkups. Preventive care will spot 
conditions which, if undiagnosed 
and untreated, might explode into 
emergencies 

If you don’t know a good doctor, 
call your county medical society. 
It will suggest several in your 
neighborhood, and can inform you 
of the qualifications of each 
Don’t 
postpone vourself into an emer- 
gency. If you know during the day 
that vou are ill enough to need a 
doctor, don’t wait until night to 
make your call 

3. Make sure your community has a 
Ask the tele- 
phone operator. If she doesn’t 
know, call the county medical so- 
ciety and keep the number it gives 
you close to the telephone. The 
American Medical Association has 
urged all county medical societies 
to establish emergency services. So 
far, over 650 of the nation’s 3,070

counties have established formal 
plans. These include most large 
population centers. Many coun- 
ties with scattered popalation have 
informal plans by which a doctor 
is always available. 

We in the United States have 
more doctors per capita, more 
abundant medicines, more and 
finer medical institutions than any 
other large nation. But all these re- 
sources can aid us in sudden illness 
only if they are made available to 
us. Emergency medical services do 
this job, and in the doing create a 
new link of friendship between doc- 
tors and patients.

After three years of almost con- 
stant work on a house, do people 
like the Simrils get into a rut?

Clay pots were developed for greenhouse use under con- 
ditions of high humidity. Unless you’re careful, big-leaved 
plants may suffer from fast drying during winter when heat- 
er is in operation. To cut down on watering, set clay pots 
in larger ones and surround them with wet peat.

Why buy power brakes? 


shorter for cars equipped with 
power brakes. 


Q. What about dangers due to failure 
of the power source F 
A. This has been taken into con- 
sideration in the design of power- 
braking systems. On one model, 
for example, the brake-pedal-to- 
master-cylinder ratio ishighenough 
to permit the driver to operate the 
brakes without undue pedal pres- 
sure in the event of failure of the 
power source 

Other types of power-braking 
systems have a manual follow-up 
built into the power unit so that, in 
case of power-source failure, the 
power unit can function like a 
conventional master cylinder. 


YQ. Which type of brake pedal is best 
when you have power brakes—the con- 
ventional brake pe dal or the accelerator- 
type pe dal? 

A. Both types work satisfactorily 
when provided with a suitable foot 
support. It is believed, however, 
that the accelerator or treadle 
type will eventually be the one in 
most common use on cars equipped 
with power brakes 


Q. If power hrakes are vacuum-boosted, 
what will happen if the engine isn’t 
running” 

A. A reserve of vacuum has been 
provided, which will power-operate 
the brakes several times in case the 
engine is not running for any rea- 
son. Of course, all systems provide for 
power failure with mechanical or hy- 
draulic auxiliary braking; you won't

be able to control your car with 
toe pressure, but you'll still have a 
full hydraulic braking system. 


Q. If a car starts to roll down a hill be- 

fore the motor ts started, will the pou er “a 
brakes work? 

A. Yes, even though the engine 

isn’t running when you apply the 

brakes. This is so because, when the 

engine was running (it had to be ° ft 
running to get the car to the hill in 
the first place), it created the néc- 
essary vacuum. That vacuum re- 
mains until the brake pedal is 
again used. No further engine ef- 
fort is required to give power brak- 
ing. Furthermore, this ever-present 
reserve is sufficient for an all-out 
emergency, full-brake application, 
whether the engine is running or i 
not 


Q. On a car that has fluid drive, will 
full-power brakes be safe when your 
car has to be pushed in order to gel the 
engine started? 

A, Yes, if the auxiliary brake is ca- 
pable of stopping the car in the ab- 
sence of power. This is true on all 
present-model cars equipped with 
powel! brakes. 


Q. Ls it true that power brakes cause an 
increase in fade and in lining wear? 

A. No. Fade, or lessening of brak- 
ing effort, is not increased by pow- :* 
er brakes of the type now used on 

passenger cars. Controlled tests 

have shown no significant differ- 

ence in lining wear between phys- 

ically operated brakes and power e 
brakes

Some unusual traits are marks of his 
individuality, others danger signals. 


Should you be concerned when your

FE. a long time now you've been worried about Johnny. 
You lie awake nights grieving because he is not like other 
children. You blame yourself and-wonder what you could 
have done differently, and you fret about how he is going 
to get along in a world of “‘normal”’ people. 

Many American parents feel the same way. We are so 
eager to know that our children are popular, so anxious that 
no one should laugh at them, or criticize them, so sure that 
they ought to conform in order to get along in the world! 
Perhaps we feel like that because we ourselves are not quite 
secure; or perhaps because we love our children so much 
and want to protect them, 

‘The trouble is that when we try so hard to make our. 
children be what we consider “normal,” we do the very 
thing we are trying not to do. We make them ashamed of 
their own individuality and unable to live with themselves 
comfortably. Besides, we forget how much society needs its 
“different” people —-not only its geniuses, but its unique 
personalities, its unforgettable characters. 

Of course, differentness is dangerous sometimes, and we 
will try to point out why and when. But it’s safe to say that 
many American parents are tearing their hair unnecessarily 
over their “different” little Johnnies and Judys. 


All children differ. After all, every child is unlike any other 
child. Even the quintuplets aren't quite like each other! 
We've been frightening ourselves for a long time with all 
our graphs and statistics. It's comforting to know that 
doctors no longer think Tommy is doomed if he doesn’t 
walk at 13 months, or that we should rush Janet to the 
specialist if she weighs 5 pounds less than the book says she 
should. 

Modern psychiatrists, too, expect a margin of difference, 
a normal spread around the average. After all, we aren't 
just like our neighbors—so why should our children be just 
like theirs? 

Another thing we should remember is that parents aren't 
very good at deciding what constitutes normalcy. The Gesell 
Institute of Child Development reports that an alarmed 
mother once complained that her child was not normal 
because he took no interest in his aunt’s wedding! 

Parents are only human and, like everyone else, are the 
victims of prejudices. If you, for instance, are very tidy, it 
will be hard to convince you that a small daughter who 
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different 


likes to be alone? 

is secretive and moody? 

always rebels? 

is a bookworm 

or a tomboy? 

bullies others? 
youngster... ; ' 
is pushed around and left out? 
makes believe? 
is constantly unhappy? 
can't adjust to his group? 


can't do his schoolwork? 





\ has nervous mannerisms? 


scatters her clothes like leaves in autumn can be normal. 
If you are friendly and outgoing. you'll be profoundly un- 
easy over a child who likes to be alone. 

Sometimes, too, as Ruth Davis Perry writes in her book, 
Children Need Adults, “*a parent is so insecure in his own 
estimate of himself that he cannot allow his child to have 
shortcomings lest the neighbors or family should criticize.” 

Finally, most of us forget to allow for the new develop- 
ments that come with the changing years. We panic when 
our hitherto truthful 7-year-old begins to tell lies: when our 
4-year-old sprinkles his conversation with naughty words; 
when our adolescent daughter turns secretive and moody. 
Many a parent would be relieved to know how much like 
other children his “different” urchin is! 


Don’t panic. But let's suppose you're not one of those con- 
fused parents. You're intelligent and objective. You see 
your Johnny with clear and unprejudiced eyes; and what 
you see is that he differs not just a little bit, but quite a 
good deal from other children. Maybe he’s a rebel, always 
trying to overturn the status quo at home or at school; may- 
be he’s a bookworm who'd rather read than play; maybe 
he domineers and bosses other children until theyll have 
no more to do with him 

Even so, don’t panic. Before you dash off to the psychia- 
trist, consider the possibility that Johnny is gifted. For the 
gifted child zs different. To be sure, he is by no means the 
odd, owlish little tyke we used to think he was. On the con- 
trary, says L. M. Terman of Stanford University in his study 
of gifted children, he is healthier, more attractive, and so- 
cially more competent than the average 

But just the same, the gifted child is not like other children. 
For one thing, the gifted child is old for his age. He likes 
solitude and enjoys doing things by himself. He is often a 
rebel, too trying to change things in the world of grownups, 
trying to lead his reluctant playmates on untried adventures. 
And often he is in social difficulty, resented by children of 
lesser gifts or faced with the problem of finding congenial 


companions among people who do not think as he does. 


Some “do's” and “don’ts.”” If you want to help a gifted 
child, here are some things you should do and some you 
shouldn't: Dont make the mistake of thinking that the

which are affected by oil and grease cannot be treated with 
regular wax. Instead, they call for the water-emulsion, 
self-polishing waxes. 

Bathrooms demand waterproofness. Rubber and plastic 
give it to you excellently. Linoleum and asphalt tle are 
often used in bathrooms, too 

Basements have for many years been eligible only for 
asphalt tile because of the chemical reaction of concrete 
laid in direct contact with the earth. Other materials 
notably plastics —are now being added to some asphalt 
tiles, giving them more of the characteristics of plastic tile. 


Yet, they retain their resistance to the chemical ravages of 


concrete on or below grade. 

These “plasticized” asphalt tiles cost more than the 
regular asphalts. If your budget is equal to them for a 
basement job, they have exceptional color brilliance, and 
their impervious surfaces will go a long time without the 
need for waxing. 

Rubber tile is now being used atop on-grade concrete, 
with a newly developed chemical-setting adhesive which 
holds its bond in the presence of moisture. 

Other rooms leave the choice up to you. Cork has the 
warmth of wood tones in its color, which lends itself to 
living-room uses. And it is marvelously quiet, soft-feeling 
underfoot. Otherwise, any of the tiles can be a handsome 
choice for living rooms, dining rooms, and bedrooms. 

None of the resilient tiles is recommended for outdoor 
use--even screened porches exposed to the weather. 
Freezing—extreme changes of temperature—untended 
soaking with water—all these contribute to the rapid de- 
terioration of resilient tile outdoors. 


What kind of floors can be tiled? 


Subfloors for resilient tile must be smooth and firm. 
Any irregularities will show ‘“‘through” the tile—and it 
won't stand up over loose, springy boards. Any double 
wood floor is usually O.K. if the top boards are /ess than 3 
inches wide. (See page 245 for subfloor recommendations. ) 
Concrete floors must be free of paint. You can smooth 
cracks with a hard-setting filler to make them ready for 
the special adhesives concrete requires,

{ well-planned tile floor has a 


field and a border 


Most resilient tiles are 9x9 inches. Therefore, unless 


your room happens to measure some convenient multiple 
of 9 inches, you're going to end up with a “‘field”’ in the 
center of the room, with a “‘border” around it. 


Few rooms are truly rectangular. Therefore, it's a,good 


idea to center the field in the room in relation to the most 


prominent wall. Have your border true along the wall 


that will be most visible most of the time. If the room is ir- 


regular in shape, plan the field to fit the major part of it, 


and let the irregularities take care of themselves. 


An casy way to plan a design for your floor is on squared 


paper, with colored pencils, after you have determined 


the room size and the number of tiles it will take. You'll 


be happiest with one-color fields 


and borders of the same 


tile--when rooms are small. In larger areas, in basements, 


hallways, and the like, checkerboard or other multicolor 


patterns of laying may be tastefully interesting, with a 


border of black or of some color that goes well with the 


field and with your planned decorations. Resilient-tile 


colors are lastingly beautiful challenges to your decorat- 
ing ingenuity. 





Center the field by marking 
middle of the “master” wall.

Break asphalt along the 
straight line by clamping 
between tiles in carton. Jar 
end sharply with heel of hand. 

Technique works, too, over 
edge of table or a board.

Scribe around irregular fix- 
tures, same as at walls. Place 
tile to be cut precisely over 
adjacent-laid tile.

Linoleum knife, or even 
household scissors, follows a 
curve cutting linoleum, cork, 
plastic, or rubber tile. 

All tiles cut easiest when 
they're warm, but asphalt 
tile can’t be cut at all unless 
it is warm enough to be pli- 
able and soft.

The popular, diagonal field is easy to lay 


You don’t have to worry about centering your field 
when you lay it diagonally. Just establish your 45-degree 
angle by measuring the width of the room, then the same 
distance down one side. Laid along this diagonal, the field 
automatically centers itself. 

The only additional operation for a diagonal field is 
cutting the corner-to-corner triangles to straighten out 
the saw-tooth edges of the field. Use a straightedge and a 
sharp knife or scissors, with plastic, cork, rubber, or lino- 
leum tile. Make sure your straightedge runs precisely 


from corner to corner, Asphalt tiles must be heated 
before they can be cut cleanly with a sharp knife. 





Width of border for diagonal field is established by laying row 
of tiles along string. If space at walls is less than half a tile, slide 
entire row 4!5 inches back, on the diagonal. From here on, field 


automatically centers itself and is parallel to all four walls 


Heat asphalt until it is pii- 
able, and it will cut easily, to 
make triangle to square up 
diagonal-field edges. 

Other tiles cut simply with 
sharp knife or household secis- 
sors. Be sure you cut precisely 
from corner to corner. 


Squared up with triangles, 
diagonal field now needs only 
border, and it’s finished. 

Be careful, renailing base 
shoe, not to pound downward, 
or you may loosen tile. 

Push base shoe down firmly

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llow to ventilate 
with picture windows

ee 
D. you believe in picture windows?” a sweet 


old lady asked me the other day. Were picture 
windows something you did or didn’t believe in? 
As far as I could see, astrology or vegetarianism 
might require faith--but picture windows? 

What she meant, of course, was did I approve 
of them. My answer: Yes. Yes, generally speak- 
ing, | approve of picture windows, 

Not everyone is so tolerant. M. Auguste Perret, 
the distinguished French architect, for example, 
dislikes the idea of being conscious of the great 
outdoors when he’s at home. “If I want to see the 
forest,’ he says, “I can go outside.” There's 
something in what he says, but I'm afraid M. 
Perret doesn’t understand the American temper- 
ament. We Americans want to’ see evérything 
when we're at home. Even television commer- 
cials and the neighbors’ clothesline. 

Another thing about us which foreigners (ex- 
cept the British) find hard to understand is our 
craving for large quantities of fresh air. Euro- 
peans have a stronger sense of tradition. They 
are deeply attached to old, familiar things-—in- 
cluding the used air in their rooms. ‘They have 
an instinetive dislike for strange air. We, on the 
other hand, like to discard old things and get 
new cars, radios, clothes, air. 

This need for fresh air, however, brings us into 
sharp conflict with our desire for a view. Pic- 
ture windows are too large and heavy to be 
set in movable sash. Therefore, though they ad- 
mit panoramic views and plenty of light, not a 
breath of air comes through. 

How, then, can we arrange to have a picture 
window and air? 




















One successful solution is to set a casement win- 
dow directly alongside the picture window and 
within the same major frame. If symmetry is 
wanted, two casements may be used, one on 
either side. These smaller glass areas furnish a 
pleasant contrast to the large one and help give 
it scale and impressiveness. 

Casements are recommended rather than 
double-hung sash because the latter can be 
opened to only half of their area, so for any 
given size, casements are 100 percent more effec- 


tive for purposes of ventilation. And ventilation, 
of course, is what we're after. 

The hinges of the casements should be on the 
side away from the picture window. Then the op- 
erating handle won't be hidden by draperies that 
might cause fumbling and entanglement. The 
entering breeze, too, will clear the draperies. 

Be sure, too, that your casements swing out 
rather than in, Aside from being more leak- 
proof, outswinging casements won't interfere 
with curtains or draperies. Your screens, of 
course, will have to be on the inside, but this 
presents no problem. For fixed screens, there are 
through-screen casement operators, or, if you 
prefer, you can use in-swinging screens or rolling 
screens that go up and down like window 
shades. 


An alternative to casements is a strip of small 
lights (glazed rectangles) over, under, or along- 


side the picture window. As many of the lights as

you think necessary may be hinged or pivoted to 
open and admit air. 

Lights over the picture window (as sketched 
above), while they may be a little hard to reach, 
will give you ventilation at a draft-free level. 
They will also be more effective for summer cool- 
ing, since the hottest air in a room is always up 
near the ceiling. 

With over-window lights hinged like those in 
the sketch, you have no screen problem, either. 
Conventional outside screens do the job. 

Be careful about using ventilating lights lo- 
cated under your picture window. They have a 
definite tendency to cause drafts and should not 
be used without some sort of a glass deflection 
shield to turn the breeze upward. 

Lights at the sides of a picture window pre- 
sent the same drapery problems as casements at 
the sides. Awning-type windows, though, be- 
cause they open out, do much to avoid any 
trouble with drapery entanglements. 

The mention of draperies brings up another 
problem deriving from our craving for fresh air. 
We also crave privacy. But when we draw our 
draperies, they either shut the air out, or are 
blown wildly into our faces. 

Some people have found the solution in vene- 
tian blinds.

How to grow and place them 


Y. 
ou can grow plants from all parts of 


the world—if vou choose those adapted 
to your home or give each the care it 
needs to adjust to climate of vour rooms 

Consider the facts below. because 
the house plants vou buy today come from 
spots as unalike as the humid jungles of 
Malaya, the forests of South Africa, and 
the semidesert regions of Mexico. 


You start with soil. When vou buy a 
house plant, vou can be fairly certain 
that the florist has potted it in soil suited 
to its special needs. So vou only need to 
add a small amount of plant food at reg- 
ular intervals. 

Uhen, when your plant outgrows its 
pot, move it to one that’s a size larger. 
Fill around root ball with a mixture of 2 
parts good g¢ ‘n loam, 1 part sharp 
sand (regular builder's sand). and 1 part 
peatmoss 

Dampen mixture light never fill 
around roots with dry soil. Soil should 


be just damp enough to stick together 


Give plants plenty of sun, All of your 
house plants need sunlight-——they » 
have it to produce food, and they must 
have food if they are to crow. 

If vou grow vou plants in a light. airy 
room where they get a few hours of sun 
each day, vou're probably giving them 
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all the light that they need to grow well. 

If vour plants get spindly, if they grow 
slowly or not at all, rotate them to a sun- 
ny window so each gets a chance at more 
sunlight 

Don't count on additional plant food 
and water as a remedy——there is no sulb- 
stitute for light 

If your plants have been in subdued 
light, don’t expose them suddenly to di- 
rect sunli . or thev'll be sunburned 
So, toughen them up gradually when 
vou want to move them outdoors or to 
a sunny porch. 


Water—a growing “secret. First, 
decide on a regular time to check vour 
plants to see if they need water 

Always add enough water to moisten 
all of soil in pot. If one plant needs less 
water than another, water less often. but 
still moisten all of soil 

Water when the soil surface is drv 
You can test the soil with vour finger to 
sce Hits time to water again. If pot has 
a drainage hole, vou know soil is thor- 

moist when water runs out

guidance just because he seems so 
confident and so mature; don’t try 
to be a continuous companion to 
your child in order to offset the 
social difficulties which sometimes 
go with giftedness; don’t try to 
minimize his brilliance and _ per- 
suade him that he is not any 
smarter than other children 

Do teach him that mental power 
is only one of God’s many gifts 
and that while he, Johnny, happens 
to think well, Norman does wonder- 
ful things with his hands and Helen 
is warmhearted and gentle. Do 
teach him that it is the mark of the 
gifted to find friends in unusual 
places and to appreciate and value 
his friends for real reasons. 

Do make clear to him why 
society does not always cheer the 
people within it, why 
makes people un- 
comfortable, and why they have to 
be shown what good it will do 
them 

Do enjoy his talents, and do not 
worry if they set him a little apart. 
For his compensations are as great 
as his losses, and what he may lack 
in childhood popularity he will 
often gain back in a richer adult 
life, providing his talent has been 
wisely guided 

But, of course, we must not 
imagine that every differentness 
in our children is a mark of genius 

nor should we always believe, 
without some consideration, that 
“it’s all right to be different.” 


different 
differentness 


Borderland cases. The trouble 
is that so many differences lie in 
the borderland between good and 
bad. Here’s Dora, who never looks 
at a doll or a pretty dress and wants 
only to play with boys and climb 
trees and get into fights; here’s 
Michael, who doesn’t seem to be 
able to hit back no matter what 
anybody does to him; here’s Judy, 
who makes up stories and plays 
with whole families of imaginary 
beings 

What should their parents do 
about it? Are these the marks of 
genius, of unusual personality, or of 
just plain trouble? The honest 
answer is that we don’t know—not 
right away, Just as sniffles and 
sneezes may be the symptoms of a 
cold in the head or of a devastating 
polio, so these traits may mean 
nothing or everything. 

Take Judy, for instance. Judy 
has an imaginary friend called 

Mr. Doolittle,” a very charming 
gentleman who can turn into an 
elf at a moment's notice. “Mr. 
Doolittle,’ as his name indicates, 
is not always rushing around on 
his own concerns like other grown- 
ups. He has plenty of time, and he 
and Judy often sit out under the 
walnut tree and talk to each other 
for half an hour at a time. 

Mr. Doolittle’ worries Judy’s 
parents, What if Judy is developing 
some kind of terrible complex? 
What if they are failing her? It 
happens that Judy-—-whom I know 
well-—is a perfectly normal little 
girl who pretends only because it’s 
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fun to imagine things. ““Mr. Doo- 
little’ is not a substitute for a real 
playmate, but an extra. 

But, not all daydreaming little 
girls can be written off so easily! 
“We are not troubled by an imagi- 
nary companion,” says Sidonie 
Matsner Gruenburg, in her inform- 
ative book, We, the Parents, “but 
by the use which the child makes 
of her invention.” 

It is the same with all of our 
different children. The introvert, 
the child who prefers a few friends 
to a gang, may be all right or 
all wrong. The gentle child who 
will not fight back may be the 
talented and/or the sensitive; the 
untidy may be preoccupied with 
more important things; the tomboy 
may be simply full of energy; the 
domineering may be a _ natural- 
born leader. Or he may not! Dif- 
ference is not wrong in_ itself. 
Whether or not your different child 
should worry you depends on why 
he is different and whether this 
difference is harmful to society or 
to himself. 


How to judge. But, of course, 
that brings us to the vital question. 
“How do I know?” the worried 
parent asks. “How can [I tell 
whether my _ child’s_ difference 
should frighten me or whether I 
should take it in stride?” 

You can’t know with certainty. 
The parent of the different child 
neees all his watchfulness, all his 
imaginatioa, all his humor. What 
is dangerous for your child may 
give no occasion for worry in the 
sturdy youngster next door; and a 
frustration which destroys one 
child may be a source of strength 
to his brother. 

But this much is sure. No one 
should be different in ways which 
involve the rights of others, and no 
one should be different in ways 
which cripple his ability to express 
the best which is in him, 


Is he unhappy? Clearly we 
should be concerned if our children 
are unhappy. True, all children can 
be unhappy—often and painfully 

but the normal youngster’s woes 
vanish almost as fast as they come. 
he child who is obviously and 
continuously unhappy is in danger. 
He will not forget it; he will not 
outgrow it; and he will take it out 
on himself or on society. 

We should be troubled, too, if 
our children have more than average 
difficulty adjusting to the group. Of 
course, it is not fair to expect every 
child to be sought after by all who 
know him. When you come right 
down to it, are we? Every child 
can’t be popular and outgoing and 
the best pitcher on the baseball 
team. Maybe he doesn’t want to 
be! Children, like grownups, have 
a right to select the activities they 
enjoy and to have friends of their 
own choosing. But friends of some 
sort they must have. 

Iry this test: Does your child 
know even one youngster who is 
like him—enough like him to be a 
bulwark in a frightening world? 
Does he seem at ease with other 
children when you visit him at 
school? Does he belong to a group 

any kind of group as long as it is 
one that accepts him warmly? If 
not, he needs help, needs it fast. 
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School problems. We should be 
troubled if our children can’t do their 
schoolwork. However, Darwin and 
Edison and Newton couldn't do 
their schoolwork either! And there 
are plenty of bright children always 
who just don’t fit into systems of 
any kind; who rebel for the sake 
of rebelling; who are bored with 
curriculums, and work at what 
they like 

So, it may be that your little 
Terry, who persistently gets F's on 
his report card, will grow up to be 
a great man who loves to study; but 
I’m afraid the odds are greater 
that he will grow up overwhelmed 
with a sense of failure and defeat 
Is he nervous? 
too, that we should worry if our 


Psychiatrists say, 


children develop marked signs of nervous- 
ness. | have a friend whose 7-vear- 
old son pulls out his eyebrows 
while he sleeps. ‘To his mother, it is 
an annoying mannerism which 
makes her son unpresentable to her 
friends. Chances are a_ doctor 
would take a dimmer view of it 
“If a child bites his nails.’ says Di 
W. W. Bauer, in his book, Stop 
Annoying Your Children, ““vou can 
put it down for a practical certainty 
that he is in a psychological corner 
and sees no way to escape.” By the 
same token, tics and _ stutters, 
twitches and blinks, and manner- 
isms like those of my friend’s little 
boy, are all signs of pent-up 
emotions too strong for a child to 
bear 

Psychiatrists would put up warn- 
ing signs, too, when a child is 
markedly uninterested in what 
goes on around him; when he 
bullies or is bullied: when he is 
callous or cruel, clings to baby 
ways, or practices deception as a 
way of life. There is room for a 
great deal of difference among us, 
but traits which could never be 
used by a successful and happy

adult in any field are not safe 
possessions for the child on his way 
to adult life 

These dangerous’ differences 
exist, and we must not slip over 
them or evade them. But such 
danger signals are not very com- 
mon Most of the things which 
keep parents awake worrying over 
their children are nowhere near so 
dangerous and alarming. Most of 
the traits we call different would 
either be outgrown o1 be accepted 
as the charming variants they are, 
if only parents were themselves 
imaginative and serene and secure 
human beings 


Parents responsible. Whether 
or not the different child adjusts 
himself happily to society depends 
in great measure upon us, his 
parents. If your child is not quite 
like other children, these are the 
things you can do to help 

Accept him lovingly for what- 
ever he is. One of the wisest things 
ever written about children was 
Carolyn Zachary’s comment, 
“When they are most unlovable, 
they need love most; and when 
they seem most un-understand- 
able, they need understanding 
most.”’ It is just as true that when 
they are most different, they need 
acceptance most. 

Meet this diflerentness with 
warm delight and curiosity. Per- 
haps 9 times out of 10, the different 
child should intrigue his parents 
before he alarms them! 

When you must make your child 
conform, examine critically the 
ways in which you are trying to do 
it. You will find that some of them 
are wise and good and some are 
bad and founded on nothing but 
vanity; some of them are prompted 
by an intelligent desire to have him 
live successfully in a world of other 
people, and some by a wish to keep 
up with the Joneses 


Be objective. If your child dis- 
plays differences which alarm you, 
stop blaming yourself for them 
You may not have been respon- 
sible at all. Sometimes the parent 
who is doing the most worrying is 
not the one who is at fault. But 
even if you are, it is over now and 
done with. Start where you stand, 
as objectively as if you had taken 
this difficult child in as a foster 
parent, and, like that foster parent, 
start thinking what can be done 
now 

Find your way into his realities 
however different they may be 
from yours. What does he believe 
in, what does he cling to, what is 
true and real for him, what is he 
groping to find? If you can see 
value in. what he wants, he'll try 
hard to see value in your world, 
too 

Remember that all children are 
different in one way or another and 
that it is a good and wonderful 
thing. Moral victories are won 
only by the people who are willing 
to be individual and brave enough 
to stand out from the crowd. We 
can use more difference than we 
have had in the past, rather than 
less. Our task as parents is to see 
that our child’s individuality de- 
velops in the way it should —with- 
out harm to himself or to society or

Your pet and mine

Many people think that a dog is 
an animal that can prosper under 
any conditions and requires no 
special attention at any time. 

The facts are simply this: A dog, 
by nature, is a hardy animal who'll 
surmount any physical handicap 
or affliction surprisingly well. But, 
being forced to share the modes and 
manners of his master’s living, a 
dog’s natural hardihood is often 
weakened. 


Man, dog owners wonder why 
their pets are plagued with colds or 
pneumonia, bronchitis, asthma, 
and other respiratory ills during 
the winter. 

A common mistake in winter- 
time dog care is to keep an animal 
cooped up in 70 to 80 degrees of 
heat 90 percent of the time. Then, 
every few hours, the dog is thrust 
outdoors into the cold for 30 min- 
utes to an hour, or even longer, for 
exercising intervals. House dogs 
get chilled to the bone on these ex- 


tended forays. And the trouble 
Starts. 
How should you exercise your 


pet outdoors in cold weather? If 
yours is a young puppy, make him 
a sweater out of discarded wool 
garment. Or buy him a blanket in 
a pet shop. Put the pup on a leash, 
keep him moving. Five to 10 min- 
utes of this won't hurt any young 
dog, even in bitter cold. 

If the dog is 6 months or older, 
you won't even need the sweater or 
blanket. 

Millions of America’s dogs live 
indoors and thrive. Just give your 
indoor pet a bed in a corner, out of 
a draft, up off the floor, because all 
floors are cold (a few inches will 
do), and he'll do fine. Of course, re- 
frain from leaving such a dog out- 
doors for long periods, sitting on a 
concrete doorstep. And if you 
bathe the dog, be sure he’s dry as 
a bone before he ventures outside. 


When a dog is penned outdoors 
with suitable shelter, he'll do well 
all through the winter. But this 
type of dog-keeping should be 
started early, in autumn, to allow 
his coat to thicken as the tempera- 
ture gradually drops. In_ other 
words, the animal should “‘grow” 
into rigorous outdoor weather. 

The kennel or doghouse should 
be weather-tight and dry, with a 
little “‘vestibule”’ to act as a shield 
against driving sleet and snow or 
fierce, cold winds. Bed should have 
sideboards to hold deep straw, a 
good retainer of body heat. 

By all means, don’t keep a dog 
indoors all day in a hot house, then 
house the animal outdoors at 
night in an unheated outbuilding, 
doghouse, or garage. Such hot- 
and-cold style of living will in a 
matter of days break down any- 
thing that’s made of flesh and 
blood. 

More and more dog owners are 
turning to round-the-clock out- 
door living for dogs. Experience 
teaches us that dogs remain at the 
peak of health and physical per- 
fection when kept outdoors in 
winter,

How- 
ever, Judge Stanley P. Meade of 
the Juvenile Court 
pointed out that in many cases, by 
the time the matter reaches the 
authorities, it is impossible to prove 
damage was 
done by what child, and this makes 
it dificult to trv to work out resti- 
tution from parents 

In April, 1952, New York City 
was reported considering the en- 
actment of a local law designed to 
curb vandalism in the city’s parks 
and playgrounds. The proposed 
law would make parents of children 
committing such vandalism subject 
to a fine commensurate with the 
damage done, but limited to $25 
in any one instance 

In a letter to the New York 
Times, Justice Justine Wise Polier, 
of the city’s Domestic Relations 
Court, protested the proposed law, 
asking if punishment of the parent 
is any answer to the problem. She 
questioned how such resolutions 
would help either children, parents, 
or their relationships

Parents can help 

Youngsters need from their 
parents understanding, limits, and 
standards. Miss Mazie F. Rappa- 
port, division supervisor of the 
protective service for girls of the 
saltimore (Maryland) Department 
of Public Welfare, has through her 
work helped lots of delinquent 
young people. Here’s her advice: 

“From very early infancy through 
childhood, children must know 
authority of parents, then of teach- 
ers and law-enforcement officers. 
This is the way the child learns 
that there are limits in all of living. 

“If we can agree that there is 
good in authority and also in the 
yielding to it, if we can accept 
authority as a sound and essential 
part of all living and being, then 
we know authority and limits are 
freeing. We know that authority

used warmly, broadly, and con- 
structively can be the living force 
against which we find our real 
strength and define ourselves. 

“The adolescent, more than any 
other person, needs this test of his 
strength. He must have limits 
against which to test his growing 
and maturing self. He needs these 
limits, not to be warped or stunted 
by them, but rather to be protected 
from a too limitless, too undefined 
environment, 

“If the authority vested in 
parents, teachers and law-enforce- 
ment officers has not been strong, 
warm, and effectively used, the 
adolescent is likely to move into 
antisocial behavior by defying 
authority. At no other time, prob- 
ably, does the child resent and 
resist parents so much, yet need 
and want them so much (as in ado- 
lescence). At no other time do par- 
ents become so frightened of their 
parental responsibilities. 

‘“Adolescents need fathers and 
mothers who accept their authority, 
not parents who act as pals and 
companions; they do not want to 
be explained away and tolerated; 
they want to be wanted and loved 
in spite of their silly chatter, their 
irresponsible, unattractive, some- 
times insulting behavior 

“If parents can be what they are 

parents —they will recognize that 
the adolescent needs to know that, 
bad as this business of growing up 
is, his parents have gone through 
it, they have survived, they will 
help him now by holding firmly to 
their responsibility during — this 
time.” 


From all we have been told by 
these leaders in juvenile work 
(whose sympathy for the youngsters 
has been the most warming part of 
this story), it is evident that curb- 
ing juvenile vandalism is not the 
job of the parents and the schools 
alone. 

It’s up to every one of us: 


> To teach children to respect the 
rights and property of others from 
earliest childhood. 


> To see that children and adoles- 
cents have places to play--substi- 
tutes for the rapidly disappearing 
vacant city lots and undeveloped 
surburban areas that were our own 
domains in our youth. 


> To encourage projects that give 
them “happy” things to do and lots 
of competitive sports~-where their 
natural energy can be channeled 
into constructive activities instead 
of destructive acts. 


» To consider it our personal re- 
sponsibility—not the other fellow’s 
duty—to work and play with 
youth, not only as group leaders in 
organizations for children and 
youth (where adult help is so des- 
perately needed), but as neighbors 
and friends. 

Otherwise, if some bored, resent- 
ful youngster goes On a property- 
damaging spree, have we the right 
to be so outraged?
